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NORTH CAROLINA LAYMEN CONTINUE 
ESTABLISH NEW CHARLOTTE PARISH 


On Sunday, May 8th, 1955, a 
group of Laymen met in the Chapel 
of the Thompson Orphanage, Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, and discussed 
plans for the formation of a new 
mission in their city. 

The meeting was called by a Com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. C. H. 
Sullivan; W. M. Roach; J. H. Nor- 
man; H. J. Sorton and T. W. Sa- 
monds. 

In opening the first meeting, Mr. 
Sullivan outlined briefly the pur- 
pose of the gathering and said: 


“As Charlotte has grown and more 
people have moved here from other sec- 
tions of the country, it has been felt by 
an increasing number of laymen that 
there is definite need for the establish- 
ment of an Episcopal Parish that will 
particularly emphasize the full historic 
Faith and Catholic Practice; a parish 
which will teach the Sacramental Life. 
(This is not to be interpreted as a crit- 
icism of any Episcopal parish in Char- 
lote. They are all making a valuable 
contribution to the religious life of the 
community.) 

The Anglican Communion takes pride 
in the fact that it contains within its 
bounds and the framework of the Pray- 
er Book differing schools of thought. 
Therefore, it is only appropriate that 
our Church in Charlotte should reflect 
this fuller concept of the Faith. We feel 
that, far from being divisive, such a 
parish will ultimately lead to a fuller 
and more unified understanding of the 
Church and to a resolution of local ten- 
sions. 

We want a mission which will be a 
mission of the Diocese in every sense 
and meaning of the word. We want and 
plan to participate in the life and work 
of the Diocese. We want it understood 
that we expect to work in full co-opera- 
tion with the other Episcopal Parishes 
in Charlotte in the spirit of Christian 
Fellowship. We expect to be guided by 
the advice and authority of the Bishop.” 


BISHOP REFUSES PERMISSION 
On August 15th, 1955, the lay- 
men received a reply from the 
Bishop of North Carolina, the Right 
Reverend Edwin A. Penick. The 
Bishop said, in part: 
In the light of the information I have 
received from a number of responsible 
sources, and my own reasoned judg- 
ment in this matter, I now feel obliged 
to inform you and, through you, the 
other signers of the petition, that in my 
opinion the Church in Charlotte and in 
the Diocese of North Carolina will not 
be served at the present time by the 
proposed organization of an Anglo- 
Catholic mission in the city of Char- 
lotte. 

This decision is rendered in the light 
of the fact that no ore of the petitioners 
is now being deprived of the ministra- 
tions of the Church, to all rights and 


privileges of which they have and will 
continue to have free and uninhibited 
access, including preaching of the Word 
of God and the administration of the 
Holy Sacraments by a duly ordained 
minister, according to the generally ac- 
cepted liturgical use as authorized by 
the Book of Common Prayer. 


THE DESIRE REMAINS: 
THE NUMBERS GROW 


The petitioners were naturally 
disappointed at the decision and 
continued their meetings. Those 
who are interested in the formation 
of the new mission may be divided 
into two groups: about half of the 
petitioners are long-time or life- 
time residents of Charlotte. They 
long for a fuller expression of the 
historic Faith of the Church and 
desire a situation where the Sacra- 
ments of the Church will be more 
readily available. The other half 
are Churchmen who have moved 
into the Diocese. They were previ- 
ously affiliated with parishes where 
the Catholic Faith was fully taught 
and practised. Most of this group 
are young married people and their 
primary concern is for the spiritual 
welfare and nourishment of their 
children. 

Following the August 15th re- 
fusal of the original petition for a 
new mission the number of those 
interested in the project began to 
grow. As has been so often the lot 
of those who have led in the Cath- 
olic Movement in the Anglican 
Communion, they soon found it 
next to impossible to arrange for 
continued meetings of their group 
on Episcopal Church property. Hap- 
pily, they found friends in other 
Christian groups. On November 
6th, 1955, the following telegram 
was forwarded to the Bishop of 
North Carolina: 


A MEETING OF THE SIGNERS OF 
THE PETITION PRESENTED YOU ON 
MAY ELEVENTH LAST WAS HELD 
THIS AFTERNOON AT THE GREEK 
ORTHODOX CATHEDRAL WITH A 
NUMBER OF ADDITIONAL SIGNERS 
PRESENT. WE TRUST THAT YOU 
WILL BE ABLE TO MEET WITH US 
ON YOUR VISITATION TO CHAR- 
LOTTE DECEMBER TENTH OR ELEV- 
ENTH. 


The Bishop replied on November 
9th as follows: 

This will acknowledge receipt of your 
night letter of November 6th concerning 
the petition of a group of Charlotte 
Episcopalians that was handed to me 
last May. 


EFFORTS TO 


My unfavorable reply was, I thought, 
worded positively enough to indicate to 
the petitioners that my decision was 
reached only after earnest prayer and 
conference with many counsellors, both 
clerical and lay. I do not believe that 
the subject of this petition is now open 
for revision or review, as no additional 
facts or circumstances have developed 
since last May that would warrant a re- 
consideration. 


WHY WAS THERE NO HEARING? 


The entire Committee replied to 
the Bishop’s November 9th letter as 
follows: 
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Since your letter states that the clergy 
and prominent laity of this area were 
consulted, we cannot understand why 
no one of those desirous of forming the 
mission was consulted. We believe that 
there are considerations which have not 
been brought to your attention. 

We therefore respectfully request that 
the petitioners or their representatives 
be given an opportunity to express these 
considerations to you in person at your 
earliest convenience, either in Charlotte 
or other place wiiich may be more con- 
venient for you. 

We appeal to you as our Chief Pastor 
to consider the urgent needs of these 
loyal members of your flock. 


From this date, there was an ex- 
change of correspondence from No- 
vember 18th, 1955 to August 29th, 
1956. Twoimportant factors emerged 
from this correspondence. The peti- 
tioners stated quite clearly their 
aims and purposes in the following 
statement to the Bishop: 


As you know, the city of Charlotte is 
the largest and most rapidly growing 
city in the Carolinas. Some of the sign- 
ers of the current petition are natives of 
the city. However, many of the signers 
of this petition are persons who have 
moved here fairly recently from other 
areas of our country. Many of these new 
people, who have received their church 
instruction in other parishes and dio- 
ceses are personally disturbed and un- 
happy that they have been unable to 
find at least one church out of the eight 
in Charlotte which would reasonably 
approximate the type of worship and 
parish life to which they have been ac- 
customed. It is natural and desirable 
that they should be enabled to do so 
here. They wish their children and fam- 
ilies to continue to receive similar 
church instruction. These people are all 
loyal Episcopalians. They do not, how- 
ever, feel that they could reasonably ex- 
pect any existing parish or mission to 
change or gear its parish life to suit or 
minister to them alone. And since there 
are enough people of similar back- 
ground and practice among new people 
and natives of Charlotte to form a par- 
ish, it is felt to be appropriate to form 
a church which could administer hap- 
pily to their needs and the needs of 
those who will continue to come from 
other locations into the church life here. 

We are Anglicans by conviction, and 
we desire to establish a mission in which 
the religion of and in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer will be given a living inter- 
pretation and made the basis for a de- 
vout Christian practice, especially and 
in particular with relation to the fol- 
lowing matters: 

The Eucharist as chief service on 
Sundays. 

The Family Eucharist: This will be 
celebrated in connection with the Church 
School. It has a dual purpose: (1) To 
encourage the worship of families to- 
gether at the Lord’s Service on the 
Lord’s Day, and (2) to bring up the 
children to regular Sunday Eucharistic 
woship. It is assumed, of course, that 
children who have been confirmed will 
make their communions at this service 
ordinarily. In this way, their worship, 
their communions, and their Christian 
education are brought together. 

On the proposed number of celebra- 


tions on Sundays: We can scarcely be 
expected to foresee this. It may be that 
the Family Eucharist will be the chief 
service. Whether there will be two or 
three celebrations obviously depends on 
the number and circumstances of the 
members of the mission. 

Morning Prayer will be said on Sun- 
days, as a part of one service. 

Evening Prayer: It is our hope that 
this service can be instituted and main- 
tained with a congregation of reasonable 
size. 

We understand that no sacramental 
privilege in conformity with the Prayer 
Book is unavailable to Church-people 
in this diocese; and we therefore do not 
suppose that any priest would decline 
to hear a confession and pronounce ab- 
solution if requested to minister in this 
way to any member of the Church. It is 
our desire, however, to make this minis- 
tration available to those who need and 
wish to have it on a regularly sched- 
uled basis without the necessity for spe- 
cial appointment, which may often be a 
matter of embarrassment. 

We desire to have the ancient Eu- 
charistic vestments used regularly at the 
celebration of the Holy Communion. 


On the part of Bishop Penick, 
further communications from the 
petitioners with the urgent request 
that they at least be heard was met 
with the following statement: 


I shall be willing to confer with any 
one of the five signers of this joint let- 
ter of November 27th, with the under- 
standing that such an interview, if al- 
lowed, would be on an individual and 
personal basis, and in no sense an offi- 
cial recognition of the petitioners. 


To which the Committee replied 
as follows: 


. you have stated your willingness 
to confer with any one member of the 
committee on a personal and unofficial 
basis, which would not be construed to 
imply official recognition of the com- 
mittee as such. On the basis of the fol- 
lowing observations, we have consid- 
ered that our mutual transactions have 
been of an official nature—that is, be- 
tween the Bishop of North Carolina and 
the committee itself as an elected, rep- 
resentative body; in considering the 
earlier petition and the ensuing cor- 
respondence you have indicated that 
your official advisers have been con- 
sulted; both petitions have been drawn 
up according to proper canonical pro- 
cedure; Further, each member of the 
committee has been elected to serve as 
a representative of the entire group and 
has felt obliged to function as such. We, 
therefore, respectfully request a clarifi- 
cation of your offer of a consultation on 
the conditions mentioned in your letter 
of November 29th. 


SECOND REJECTION 


On September 29th, 1956, the 
Bishop of North Carolina replied as 
follows: 


I have given prolonged and prayerful 
consideration to the Petition addressed 
to me under date of May 3, 1956, by 
forty-three communicants of the City of 
Charlotte desirous of being formed into 
an Organized Mission of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the City of Char- 
lotte, North Carolina. 





I have been mindful of the fact that 
this is the second petition of its kind to 
be addressed to me within the period of 
approximately one year, and because of 
its seriousness of intent is entitled to 
careful and deliberate consideration. 

Accordingly, I have conferred per- 
sonally with four petitioners, the Bish- 
op Coadjutor of this Diocese, the Stand- 
ing Committee of this Diocese, and with 
the clergy of Charlotte and Mecklenburg 
County. My constant prayer for myself 
and all my counselors has been for the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit in reaching 
a conclusion that represented God’s will 
for His Church. 

It now becomes my duty to inform 
you that no new facts or circumstances 
have developed since the original peti- 
tion of May, 1955, that would warrant a 
reversal of my former decision. It is my 
judgment, therefore, that this second 
petition, Dated May 3, 1956, should be, 
and hereby is denied. 


THE PETITIONERS APPEAL TO 
AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


Dear Bishop Penick: 

This will acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of September 29, 1956. 

We are amazed and distressed that 
you have denied our second petition 
dated May 3, 1956, signed by forty-three 
persons. 

Our petition was based upon a prin- 
ciple expressed by the Anglican Con- 
gress of 1954, which body unanimously 
adopted the following statement: 

“Truly to be an Anglican is to com- 
bine within oneself both Catholic and 
Protestant traditions in a dynamic rela- 
tionship. The tension between these dif- 
ferent traditions becomes creative when 
it is held in charity. Indeed, a like ex- 
pression of these different emphases 
should characterize the life of every 
diocese.” 

We are deeply convinced that these 
different emphases are not truly present 
in Charlotte. 


WHAT NEXT? 


This growing number of sincere 
and devoted layfolk in Charlotte 
have by no means given up their 
plan. They are praying earnestly 
that they may be able to return to 
the Bishop shortly after the first of 
the year with a third petition. Hav- 
ing been informed that there was 
strong opposition towards using 
missionary funds in the Diocese of 
North Carolina for an ‘Anglo-Cath- 
olic’’ mission, they hope to secure 
sufficient pledges to support a 
PARISH and to petition for a parish 
rather than a mission early in 1957. 
They have asked the prayers of 
their fellow-churchmen.

A new filmstrip entitled “Our 
Holy Fellowship” has just been 
produced by our Audio-Visual 
Aids Committee and is being re- 
leased for sale through the New 
York office. The filmstrip is de- 
signed to aid in teaching two 
basic concepts—the unity of the 
Church with our Lord through 
the apostolic succession and the 
fact that Her sacramental min- 
istry today is an expression of 
the same faith and practice as 
that of the Church through the 
ages. Running fifty frames in 
black and white, the filmstrip 
uses excellent photographs of 
dramatizations of typical in- 
stances of the relationship of 
individuals to God through His 
Church in different generations. 
Church life in the apostolic, 
patristic, and medieval eras were 
acted by theological students of 
the Society of the Sacred Mis- 
sion, Kelham, and were made 
available to us through the Eng- 
lish Church Union. Modern 
Church scenes were taken in 
England and in America at sev- 
eral Parishes including the 
Church of St. Mary the Virgin, 
New York, and St. Clement's 
Church, Philadelphia. An outline 
script is provided giving suffi- 
cient material for the average 
teacher to use in a classroom, 
and providing suggestions 
around which the Clergy could 
write their own script to apply 
the material to particular Parish 
situations. The cost of the film- 
strip and script is $3.50, post- 
paid, if check accompanies order. 
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ACU Religious Education 
Committee Announces 
Program 


Something new, and something 
old. The vacation school method of 
teaching our young people is an old 
and a tested one. The program of 
the American Church Union Com- 
mittee on Religious Education for 
the training of leaders for vacation 
schools is new. The ACU is sponsor- 
ing a training program for a care- 
fully selected group of seminarians 
and college young people which 
will be held at DeKoven Founda- 
tion in June, 1957. After a week of 
intensive training under religious 
education experts these leaders will 
be divided into teams of two to pro- 
ceed with vacation school work. 


THE PLAN HAS BEEN TESTED— 


Under the able leadership of 
Father Albert Meereboer and others, 
the Diocese of Milwaukee has de- 
veloped a summer vacation school 
program over the past five years. 
Father Meereboer has_ graciously 
consented to assist in setting up the 
ACU national training program, as 
his time allows. The summer schools 
get results: Statistically, the Mil- 
waukee program has resulted in an 
enrollment of about one non-Epis- 
copal or unchurched child for every 
Episcopal child entered in the rural 
areas, while in urban centers the 
non-Episcopal enrollment was as 
high as 80% to 90%, with a good 
carry-over into winter church 
schools and confirmation classes. 
The Reverend Roland E. Cooper, 
Vicar of St. Luke’s Church, Madi- 
son, Wisconsin, writes as follows: 

“Every congregation which plans to 
have a Summer Church School would 
do well to be prepared to receive op- 
portunities for Christian witness in these 
areas: An increased corporate sharing in 
a common program: development of 
candidates for Holy Baptism and Holy 
Confirmation: strengthened community 
relations: a broader area of influence 
for the Church; an opportunity for in- 
tensive Christian Education and daily 
corporate worship in the church. 

“The Summer Church School creates 
a ‘working togetherness’ in the total 
congregation which would be difficult 
to achieve in any other practical way 
during a period of general absence from 
activity in other parish functions. 

“There is also a splendid opportunity 
to develop latent teaching abilities of 
members of present congregations. Four

young people of St. Luke’s Church as- 
sisted in the local Summer Church 
School during 1954 and this led to their 
being assigned to the Diocesan Team 
last year. 

“Interested members of the congrega- 
tion should be encouraged to assist the 
Diocesan Team members. If possible, 
they should also be encouraged and 
helped to attend the Diocesan Training 


Institute, along with Diocesan Team 
members.”

“The success of a Summer Church 
School depends largely upon the com- 
bined efforts of the parish priest, teach- 
ers and congregation. 

“As the assistance needed from the 
parish is so varied, at St. Luke’s we 
have found that every family is able to 
make some contribution to our school. 
Last year this ranged from one of our 
busy mothers doing an excellent public- 
ity job to a bachelor member whose 
contribution included the donation of 
wall paper sample books (an item very 
much needed and hard to get). Each 
family had a turn at housing, enter- 
taining, etc., and truly enjoyed meeting 
the young people who were teaching 
our children. 

“Aside from the many benefits the 
children received from the school, I be- 
lieve our parish families have gained a 
great deal from the fellowship of a proj- 
ect such as this.”

HOW DOES THE PLAN WORK? 
After the young people have been 
trained at DeKoven Foundation they 
will be assigned to parishes in teams 
of two. They will be prepared to 
carry out a definite program consist- 
ing of a community canvass during 
the first week with a training pro- 
gram in the afternoon or evening 
for local teachers and workers who 
will assist with the Vacation Bible 
School. This is followed by two 
weeks of school conducted along

Catholic lines with good, practical 
courses based upon the “Three 
Catechisms”’ published by The Order 
of the Holy Cross. These courses 
will form the basis for Catholic 
worship and Catholic discipline, 
which will be demonstrated and in 
which the children will be trained 
—according to local parish usage 
and the parish priest’s desires. The 
Sacramental Life will be the center 
of the school. 


WHAT IS REQUIRED 
OF THE PARISH? 

The parish must provide three or 
four local workers (mature high 
school age, college students or 
adults) to assist the official team 
for the full three weeks: (a) to 
help with the canvass during the 
mornings of the first week, (b) to 
be trained during the afternoons or 
evenings of the first week, and (c) 
to assist with the school during the 
balance of the period. (This train- 
ing will be such that it will develop 
teachers for the parish’s winter 
school). Each parish will pay eighty 
dollars ($80) per week to ACU for 
the two trained workers on the 
team and will arrange for hospi- 
tality in the homes of parishioners. 
This money will help defray pay of 
team members, transportation, cost 
of Training Institutes, etc. Parents 
of children enrolled in the school 
are asked to pay one dollar per child 
as an enrollment fee for the school. 
(These funds are used to help de- 
fray the cost of hand work ma- 
terials, lesson leaflets, etc. In de- 
pressed areas of cities it may be 
possible to arrange for other ways 
to raise this fee if it seems impos- 
sible for the parents of the children 
to be contacted. Women’s guilds in 
the congregation are usually more 
than willing to provide special funds 
for this religious education pro- 
gram, as well as to arrange for the 
serving of simple refreshments dur- 
ing the morning hour at the school.) 


WHAT IS THE NEXT STEP? 

The ACU is obviously not equip- 
ped, during this first year’s de- 
velopment, to promise available 
summer school teams for the entire 
Church. For the summer of 1957 we. 
shall carefully select, from among 
interested applicants, “pilot par- 
ishes’” where teams will be sent. 
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Participating parishes and missions 
will be chosen because of their 
strategic value and also for the con- 
tribution that the local priest will 
be able to make to the spiritual life 
of the team members. No school 
will succeed unless there is com- 
plete cooperation on the part of the 
local pastor. It will be further neces- 
sary to select parishes in a neigh- 
bourhood where travel costs for 
leaders from one school to the next 
will be held to a minimum. Our 
only request at the moment is for 
an expression of interest. We are 
anxious to know what parishes and 
missions would be willing to spon- 
sor summer vacation schools, using 
our trained leaders, during the sum- 
mer of 1957. On the basis of replies 
received we will then determine 
how wide an area we can cover. 
Please let us know immediately if 
you are interested.

The Secret Stairway

It was the custom of the late 
Bishop Loyd of Nasik, in India, to 
spend several hours in church in 
silent adoration. Meditating on our 
Lord’s self-giving on the Cross, he 
in response to this love held up 
his will to God as an offering with 
the prayer, “Jesus! Thou didst give 
Thyself for me. I give myself to 
Thee.” 

Father Andrew, too, was an 
apostle of silent prayer. He taught 
his penitents to expect and await 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. He 
admonished them to kneel in the 
stillness of a church and _ thus 


achieve silence of speech and body. 


The next step was to let the plans, 
imaginings and restless activities of 
the mind die down. The third step 
was to bring to God a silent will 
with the prayer, ‘Where Thou art 
Guide no ill can come.” This was 
to be an offering to God of silent 
obedience with a willingness for the 
Holy Spirit to convict, to command 
and to lead. 


“And his that gentle voice we hear 
Soft as the breath of even 
That checks each fault... .” 


Our Lord commanded us to be 
perfect. He demands the absolute. 
Do we love Him with all our hearts, 
with all our souls, with all our 
minds, with all our possessions,— 
and our neighbours as ourselves? 

It is not consistent with perfection 
merely to suspend hostility to a 
neighbour in order to attend a 
service of Holy Communion. God 
loves our neighbours as He loves 
us, and is trying to make us see 
them with His eyes and cooperate 
with Him for their redemption. It is 
not consistent with perfection to 
drown the voice of the Spirit as He 
bids us sacrifice some luxury in 
order to relieve the hunger of the 
refugees. It is not consistent with 
perfection to use all time as if it 
were our own and not His. Could 
we but guess the joy of an uncom- 
promising, relentless obedience to 
God we would run to put our necks 
under His yoke. We would cry out: 


“Make me a captive, Lord, 

And then I shall be free; 

Force me to render up my sword 
And I shall conqueror be.” 


Then we should know the glorious 
liberty of the sons of God, for it is 
in that complete oblation of one’s 
obedience to God that true liberty 
is found. So, let us, in the words of 
Father Andrew, give God our si- 
lence, our willingness and our 
obedience.

THE WORLD FOR GOD— 
C.U. CONGRESS IN 1958 


The Council of the English 
Church Union has given general 
approval to plans for a Catholic 
Congress in London in 1958 to mark 
the Centenary of the founding of 
the Church Union. We call the dates 
to the attention of American Church 
Union members. We are planning 
to arrange for a pilgrimage tour 
from America for this event, with 
schedules for pilgrimages to other 
important British and Continental 
places of interest to churchmen. 

The Bishop of London will be the 
President of a Congress to be held 
in London immediately before the 
1958 Lambeth Conference. The 
Congress will be followed by a 
Progress to towns throughout the 
country in the spring of the cen- 
tenary year. 

The Congress will begin with 
Evensong in Westminster Abbey. 
This will be followed by an in- 
formal buffet reception, on Tuesday, 
July 1. 1958. The Congress will con- 
tinue for the rest of the week in 
the Royal Albert Hall. 

The three main sessions will be 
in the evenings of July 2, 3 and 4, 
and there will be a pageant or rally 
as a final event on Saturady, July 5. 

The primary intention of these 
events is evangelistic, and it is sum- 
med up in the main subject title, 
“The World for God,” which will 
receive the principal emphasis in all 
publicity matters. The problems of 
the times will be presented in the 
light of the Church’s teaching, 
particularly in that of her eucharis- 
tic theology, so that the faithful 
may be better able to fulfil one of 
the aims of the Union, which is ‘‘to 
bring everyone to worship the Lord 
Christ as Saviour and King.”

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\ Editorial ff CHARLOTTE LAYMEN CHALLENGE THE ENTIRE CHURCH 


O N p. 2 of this issue we have printed the story of 
the earnest desire of a growing number of lay- 
men in Charlotte, North Carolina, for a new parish 
where the Catholic Faith and heritage of this 
Church will be fully taught and practised. 

The determination and persistence of this group 
is inspiring. Their effort is a challenge to the entire 
Church. In their last letter to their Bishop, the peti- 
tioners have quoted from the Statements issued at 
the 1954 Anglican Congress. While these Statements 
are not binding upon any Bishop of the Anglican 
Communion, they do express the mind of our Com- 
munion. The words are worth quoting again: “Truly 
to be an Anglican is to combine within oneself both 
Catholic and Protestant traditions in a dynamic re- 
lationship. The tension between these different tradi- 
tions becomes creative when it is held in charity. 
Indeed, a like expression of these different emphases 
should characterize the life of every Diocese.” Nor 
are these the only such words we have heard in the 
last decade. There have been high-sounding state- 
ments about our “comprehensiveness” from many 
officials of the Church. There have been utterances 
from that special Committee of the House of Bishops 
about “Tensions” in the Church and they have 
praised our broad-mindedness. The Bishop of North 
Carolina and his advisors will most surely wish to 
associate themselves with these official utterances. 
To do otherwise is to create a “monochrome” Dio- 
cese which will be something far less than the al- 
lowed breadth of the Book of Common Prayer. 

We feel quite confident that Bishop Penick and 
his advisors will welcome this group, and their life 
and witness, when they study carefully the recent 
statistics published by the Roman Catholic Church 
with reference to its phenomenal growth in the 
South during the last year. Apparently, Southerners 
are longing for the certainty of Catholic teaching 
and seek the strong support of Catholic worship and 
of the Sacraments. While it may be true, as the 
Bishop pointed out in his letter of 15 Aug. 1955, that 
Catholic privileges are not denied in Charlotte, the 
petitioners are right in stating that they ought not 
to be relegated to the “early service” on Sundays 
(which may be a most difficult time for family par- 
ticipation) and, what is even more important they 
want their children brought up in a parish where 
Sacramental teaching is of primary concern. Some 
of the parents are justly unhappy about the fact 
that, for example, the program at a Summer Church 
School in one of the Charlotte parishes last summer 
was based on protestant denominational materials 
and the staff of teachers was almost wholly drawn 
from the denominations. The petitioners might have 
added that, although they may not be denied the 
Sacraments, they- feel that they have the right to 
attend a parish where the Prayer Book is observed 
to the extent, at least, of forgoing invitations to 


“open Communion” and, failing to find such par- 
ishes, they claim the right to organize a new group 
committed to Prayer Book loyalty. The petitioners 
might have added that, whereas no priest presently 
in Charlotte would probably refuse to hear their 
Confessions, they would prefer a parish where 
“appointments” would not be necessary, but where 
a priest could regularly be found available for them- 
selves and their children when there is a need and 
desire for the Sacrament of Penance. 

We have such a glorious Catholic heritage in the 
Anglican Communion! We feel certain that the 
Bishop of North Carolina and his advisors, as well 
as the clergy of Charlotte, will welcome a congre- 
gation which will make available to those Southern- 
ers who are seeking it, the full Catholic privileges 
of our Communion. 

But it must finally be noted that this entire effort 
on the part of fellow-churchmen in Charlotte is of 
concern to every catholic-minded Bishop, priest and 
layman of the Church as well as to every Church- 
man who favors fair play and would, in the true 
spirit of Americanism, defend the rights of minor- 
ities. Some of these people were taught the Faith 
in Catholic-minded parishes. Some of the children 
attended schools run by our Religious Orders. These 
parishes and schools are a recognized part of the 
whole family of the Episcopal Church. They pay 
their quotas! Some of these families come from 
Dioceses where the Bishop is catholic-minded. 
Their former Bishop is a fellow-member of the 
House of Bishops with the Bishops of North Caro- 
lina. If catholic-minded parishes and _ catholic- 
minded Bishops are an accepted part of the whole 
family of the Church, then it is only fair that when 
numbers of folks who have come from this back- 
ground assemble in a new environment, they should 
be given the right to worship in freedom. To do 
otherwise would be for the Diocese of North Caro- 
lina to set itself against vast areas of the Church 
and for her Bishops to set themselves against their 
brother Bishops. 

We thank God that the determination of these 
petitioners is such as to give promise of the neces- 
sary support for a PARISH. We feel confident that 
such a petition would be welcomed. We pray God 
for the success of their efforts. What is to happen in 
Charlotte is of concern to the entire Church. It tests 
our sincerity in praising our “comprehensiveness.” 
For those who boast of being “Liberals,” it tests 
them even more severely: will they actually be 
liberal to any point of view other than their own? 

The Report of the Joint Commission on Ap- 
proaches to Unity (1949) has a sentence that should 
guide our thinking in this and similar situations: 
“Our glory becomes our shame if any of us unchurch 
fellow churchmen with whom we differ.”

Our Comprehensiveness 


We hear ourselves at times jok- 
ingly and at times seriously referred 
to as “the bridge Church,” “the 
roomiest Church in Christendom,” 
“the Church that is both catholic 
and protestant,” and a _ hundred 
other fearful and wonderful things. 
Like patriotism or motherhood, this 
Anglican comprehensiveness is not 
something one can be against. How- 
ever diverse may be the under- 
standings of this comprehensiveness 
in the minds of those Anglicans who 
treat of it, they all readily agree 
that it is a very good thing indeed. 

But what does ‘‘comprehensive- 
ness” really mean as applied to the 
Anglican communion? When we say 
we are a comprehensive Church, for 
example, we can hardly mean that 
we are chiefly concerned with get- 
ting as many persons and principles 
as possible under one roof, be the 
means fair or foul. Rather, we must 
mean that the guiding principles of 
our life as a Church have about 
them a kind of saving breadth, a 
wholeness of view—a Catholicity— 
which makes them eminent reflec- 
tions of the wideness of God’s 
mercy. 

All too often, however, the praises 
sung to our comprehensiveness 
sound like a veritable hymn to 
illogicality, as if the mission of the 
Anglican communion were to sus- 
pend for itself the law of contradic- 
tion. After the 1930 Lambeth Con- 
ference Mr. T. S. Elliot made a 
similar observation when he com- 
mented that while we have compre- 
hensive principles, we most cer- 
tainly do not have a principle of 
comprehensiveness. Time and again 
we encounter this sad fact about us; 
we hear discrepancies shrugged off 
and conflicts passed over with the 
remark that it is all a part of being 
comprehensive! 


will not do. If we are to be truly 
comprehensive, we must be the last 
of all men to pass off anything 
shoddy or ill-defined as ‘“compre- 
hensive,” simply because it sounds 
capable of two opposite interpreta- 
tions. To merit that great descrip- 
tion a statement or an action must 
be based on a clear and inclusive 
principle, rather than on a half 
dozen counsels of expediency. And 
to arrive at such a principle is hard 
work indeed. 

Whatever else it may involve, our 
Anglican comprehensiveness per- 
mits us neither a one-sided presen- 
tation of truth nor a _ two-faced 
toleration of contradiction. It de- 
mands that we labor unceasingly 
for the discovery of the one principle 
which, including all truth and ex- 
cluding all error, gives God the 
greatest praise. 

Some people, particularly those 
looking at our Church from the out- 
side, draw the conclusion that we 
allow, on principle, disagreement on 
such matters as Baptismal Regen- 
eration, the Sacerdotal Ministry or 
the necessity of Episcopacy. How- 
ever, no serious churchman can be- 
lieve that it is a part of our com- 
prehensiveness to ‘“‘sit loose” on doc- 
trine or discipline. 

It must be conceded that there is 
disagreement among members of 
the Church on these _ subjects. 
Furthermore, it is also true that 
some think that the Church of- 
ficially has an unclear mind. But 
that the church actually does have 
an unclear mind is to be denied 
categorically. One only needs to 
turn to the Church’s official formu- 
laries to discover this. For example, 
the Church’s teaching on Baptism 
states everything a reformer could 
want to say, provided he still in- 
tended to remain within the frame- 
work of the orthodox faith. And this 


comprehensiveness: not a juggling 
of contradictory truths, but an ef- 
fort to scate in all its saving whole- 
ness the ancient faith of Christ’s 
One Holy Catholic and Apostolic 
Church. We are as broad as all that 
—no more and no less! 

All we have said thus far may 
well be deemed obvious by many. 
Indeed, speaking of comprehensive- 
ness in the abstract is fairly easy 
sailing. However, in the actual life 
of the Church it proves to be a more 
vexing problem. 

Here our comprehensiveness is 
often described by the use of such 
singularly unhappy phrases as “the 
Church embodying within itself a 
catholic-protestant tension.’ To the 
average mind such a phrase raises 
the spectre of “high” and “low” 
churchmanship, together with all 
the very tense moments from the 
Church’s more recent past. More- 
over, it is to be feared that many 
people hearing of a Church which 
glories in holding catholicism and 
protestantism in ‘fruitful tension” 
will quickly conclude that they have 
indeed found the ecclesiastical od- 
dity of the age. 

In popular usage ‘catholic’ and 
“protestant” are opposites, and 
“tension” is something  nerve- 
wracking, not fruitful. It is true the 
picture is all too often painfully ac- 
curate, but it should hardly be put 
forth as our own best understand- 
ing of ourselves. As Anglicans we 
do not mean to pride ourselves upon 
tensely holding together in a kind 
of compromise things which are 
really better presented either by 
Rome or Protestantism. Rather, we 
mean to proclaim our belief that we 
have inherited the rich unity of 
the Catholic faith from which Rome 
and Protestantism have taken their 
several departures. If we have any 
comprehensiveness, it is not the re- 
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sult of our adding a set of partial 
truths labelled “protestant” to 
another set called “catholic.” 
Actually our comprehensiveness is 
not of our makings; it is the same 
comprehensiveness of the ancient 
Catholic faith “‘once for all delivered 
to the saints” and preserved without 
additions or subtractions. 

For the convinced Anglican, then, 
the glory of the Church is not that 
we have created a coincidence of 
opposites called Anglicanism, but 
that we have inherited the original 
fulness called Catholicism; not that 
we have finally made the Church 
wide enough to reach from Rome 
to Geneva, but that we have kept 
her neither wider nor narrower 
than the only truth she has ever 
professed, viz., the Catholic faith. 

The Episcopal Church holds no 
brief for protestantism as a distinct 
religious system capable of adding 
anything to the Catholic faith. We 
do not believe that a new principle 
essential to the life of the Church 
was discovered in the Reformation. 
All that properly can be said is that 
certain neglected strains in the ful- 
ness of the Catholic faith were re- 
vived and reaffirmed. In this posi- 
tive sense we made our “protest” 
and the legal title of the American 
Church bears witness to it. 

However, the habit of valuing 
protestantism as an antidote to 
Catholicism is not only dangerous 
in theory but almost deadly in prac- 
tice. Theoretically, it robs Catholic- 
ism of that fulness which is its very 
essence and then leads one to look 
elsewhere for that which can be 
found at home. Practically, it makes 
men partisans of half-truths and 
sets them fighting for unity of faith 
by reaction against each other. And 
all this is sheer folly. 

There is something fundamen- 
tally wrong with the patronizing 
idea that “‘we need the ‘catholic’ 
(or the ‘protestant’) emphasis.” 
Emphases are precisely what we do 
not need. Instead, we need the deep 
calm fulness of the Catholic faith. 
The Church is not a see-saw of an- 
tagonistic forces, but a great ship, 
perfectly trimmed, riding majesti- 
cally through the unsteady seas of 
this world. Those who contend 
earnestly for the Catholic faith of 
Christ’s Church must resent and re- 
sist any tendency, whether of friend 
or foe, to treat Catholicism as an 
emphasis or to reduce it to a mere 
counterpoise to protestantism. 

Our tensions, then, are in large 
measure the result of the time and 


effort expended on false opposites. 
As a Church we have been too will- 
ing to tell the world how compre- 
hensively we have stated “our” 
faith and not willing enough to 
speak of the necessity of keeping 
the faith. We tend to speak of An- 
glicanism as if it were free to be 
something other than Catholicism. 
We take too proprietary a view of 
that faith which we hold only as a 
trust. True enough, we cannot 
damage the Christian faith, because 
it will be what it is whether the 
Anglican communion holds to it or 
not. However, if we do not hold to 
it, we shall only be inviting the 
removal of our candlestick by 
reason of the unfaithfulness of our 
witness. 

We are called to give forth a 
clear light: to bear witness to Cath- 
olicism—the full and whole Chris- 
tianity—in the face of those par- 
tialities which distinctively charac- 
terizes other segments of Christen- 
dom. When, therefore, the fulness 
of true faith is what we mean when 
we speak of our comprehensiveness, 
we speak aright of God’s truth and 
the hope of His Church; when we 
mean anything else, we only add to 
the confusion of our times. Our call- 
ing as a Church is the highest and 
the hardest in all of Christendom, 
and only by the most exacting ap- 
plication of ourselves to prayer and 
thought can we hope to fulfil it 
worthily.

Johannesburg Bishop's 
Visit Delayed by New 
South African Crisis 


Religious News Services releases 
(Dec. 20, 1956) summarize the 
reasons for the postponement: 


JOHANNESBURG, So. Africa (RNS)— 
Anglican Bishop Richard Ambrose 
Reeves of Johannesburg attended the 
opening here of a preliminary magis- 
trate’s inquiry into treason charges 
against 152 persons. 

The Bishop was one of a group of 
prominent Anglican, Protestant and Ro- 
man Catholic clergymen who helped to 
sponsor a fund to aid the defendants. 
The accused, who include a white Meth- 
odist and two Negro Anglican ministers, 
were arrested early in December on 
charges of contravening the Suppression 
of Communism Act, but the actual rea- 
son was said to be their opposition to 
South Africa’s apartheid (racial segre- 
gation) policies. 

Bishop Reeves was nearly mobbed by 
enthusiastic, grateful Africans as he left 
the hall where the inquiry opened. Ac- 
companied by two clergymen, he eluded 


the crowd by going through the cathe- 
dral grounds and thence to the offices of 
the Anglican diocese. Twenty-five Euro- 
pean reporters and radio commentators 
were on hand to cover the proceedings, 
in addition to local newsmen. Outside 
the hall, some 5,000 Negroes kept up a 
steady chant of “Nkosi Sikeleli Afrika” 
(God Bless Africa). 

The three clergymen among the de- 
fendants are the Rev. Douglas Chad- 
wick Thompson, Superintendent Min- 
ister of the Springs Circuit of the Meth- 
odist Church of South Africa; and the 
Revs. James Calata and R. W. S. Gawe. 
Mr. Calata is a former regional chair- 
man of the African Nutional Congress. 
New York (RNS)—The Commission of 
the Churches on International Affairs, 
in a statement here signed by its two 
top officers, said it was “shocked” at the 
recent arrest in South Africa of “some 
140 persons, including Christians of in- 
ternational reputation” on charges of 
treason and contravention of the Sup- 
pression of Communism and the Riotous 
Assembly Acts. 

Sir Kenneth Grubb of London, com- 
mission chairman, and Dr. O. Frederick 
Nolde of Philadelphia, its director, also 
said the commission supported efforts 
being made in South Africa to raise 
funds for legal aid for the defendants. 

“We are glad to know that two former 
judges and many leading churchmen 
have made a public appeal in South 
Africa for funds to ensure legal aid for 
those now awaiting trial,” they said. 


Bishop Reeves enclosed with his 
letter an outline of “The Treason 
Trials Defence Fund.” 


TREASON TRIALS DEFENCE 
FUND 


A large number of people have been 
arrested on allegations of treason. The 
majority are prominent members of 
Non-White political organisations. 

It is not within our province to ex- 
press an opinion on the guilt or inno- 
cence of the persons charged with com- 
mitting this grave crime. We believe, 
however, that in view of the unique 
significance of the impending trials, that 
all the accused should be able to secure 
the best legal representation available. 

We believe that during the course of 
what will inevitably be lengthy pro- 
ceedings, the families and dependents of 
the accused should be protected from 
hardship and suffering. 

Therefore, we, the undersigned, have 
decided to sponsor a Defence Fund, for 
the purpose of raising money to pay the 
legal costs of defence; to offer bail: and 
to support those dependants of the ac- 
cused who may be in need. 

We believe that there are many people 
of good conscience who, knowing that 
every man is presumed innocent until 
proved guilty in a court of law, will 
respond to an appeal for this worthy 
cause.

During the night of 25-26th No- 
vember Mgr. Prof. Dr. A. Kiiry pas- 
sed away in Bern, Switzerland at 
the age of 86 years. 

He was born in 1870 at Basel, 
studied Theology at the University 


of Bern and Bonn, and was ordained 
in 1893. In 1915 he graduated 
summa cum laude to Doctor of Di- 
vinity at Bern. Having been Vicar 
General since 1921 the Old Catholic 
Synod of Switzerland elected him 
in 1924 by general consent to be the 
successor of the Most Rev. Bishop 
Mgr. Dr. Edward Herzog. Bishop 
Kury was consecrated by His Grace 
the Archbishop of Utrecht Mgr. F. 
Kenninck, with the assistance of the 
Bishop of Haarlem Mgr. H. T. J. 
Vlijmen, and Mgr. Dr. G. Moog of 
Bonn. 

Bishop Kury was one of the dele- 
gates of the Old Catholic Church 
who were at the Conference in 1931 
where intercommunion with the 
Anglican Church was ratified.
